In connection ifith the statistics available from the 
Statistical Section by ^ray of I3L! cards concerning the Security Index, 
the folloTTlncT regular service of the Statistical Section would be desirable 
The desirability of these iteas has been obtained fron our e--pen^ce of 
the past few months since the Security Index was placed on IBM cards. 

(1) Monthly listing of all Security Index subjects in 
alphabetical grouping identified nerely by date of birth. 

This list should be obtained regularly once each month on a set 
date. This list 1? +>« one th??t i? fiimished to the r^partment to be used on 
the master warrant in the event of an emergency. 

(2) Statistical tabulations of all Security Lnd ex cards. • 

The Security Index Desk has been receiving from the Statistical 
Section a list of the total Security Index cards by each office. This again 
has been broken dom under each office as to sex, nationalistic tendency- or 
organizational affiliation, citizenship status, and priority detention (Detcom) 
and Coxsab tabbin-s. This statistical tabulation has proven to be very 
valuable and far noro detailed than any statistics formerly obtainable by 
the Security Index itself* 

In connection with these two above items it is highly desirable 
that they be obtained on a regular basis on a set date of the month. The _ 
Statistical Section has advised that on or about the first of the month their 
obli'-ations are much greater than they are during the off period of the month. 
In vie?; of the fact that it is not absolutely necessary that these statistics 
be obtained on the first of the month it would be entirely satisfactory- to 
the Security Index Desk to obtain these statistics on the l5th. Preferably 
both items should be compiled on the same date.

Of the above 11,55U, 3, 1453 have been tabbed for priority apprehension 
under the Detcoa program. This, of course, includes top functionaries, 
key figures and Comsab subjects. 

Of the 11, 55U individuals, 1,232 have been tabbed under the Corasab 
program as possessing the greatest potentiality to be Coraaunist saboteurs. 

In addition to the 11,55U cards maintained by the Statistical Section, 
the Security Index Desk itself maintains 171 Security Index cards in the 
Special Section. These cards include Governiaent employees, Atoniic Energy 
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Program emoloveea. Foreign Govemnent enployees, prominent Persons, employees 
of the United Nations Secretariat and Espionage subjects. There is, therefore, . 
a grand total of 11, 72^ Security Index cards presently maintained. 

According to the records of the Statistical Section there has been 
an apparent increase of 29? cards since January 15. An increase of approxunately 
300 a month is not an average picture, although the total number of individuals 
included in the Security Index has steadily increased over a longer period 
of time. Temporary va"riations may occur from month to month dependent upon 
the number of new recommendations or cancellations received during the period 
and deoendent uDon the exact status of the index as of the day the count is 
taken. ^ This nominal variat'ion may on' a short term basis either reflect an 
apparent large increase such as in this listing over the January listing or may 
even reflect a nominal decrease. 

Although the Security Index count has steadily been increasing over 
the months, it is not anticipated thai the total number of cards ;7ill continue 
to grow under the present standards required for inclusion of individuals 
in the index. Although new individuals are constantly being added this is 
off-set b^ the number of individuals -rrho are being removed from the index 
for various redsons, oucli as old age, infirmity, defcctiun, removal from 
the Bureau's jurisdiction, etc. It is anticipated that the total volume^ 
of cards "will increase primarily through the efforts of the New York office 
irhere the greatest untapped reservoir of cases still exists.

On April 17, 1950, a list of the Security Index subjects in \ 
each office was forwarded to the field with instructions that the identity 
of all individuals eisDloyed in vital facilities be noted on the list and 
the list returned to the Bureau. These lists have all been returned to the 
Bureau and the infonnation relating to the vital facility enployment of all 
subjects involved has been posted manually to the geogrs-phical Security 
Index cards. A memorandum is now in preparation which ^^ill be furnished to 
the National Military Establishment and to the National Security Rpsources 
Board which will show the concentration of dangerous individuals not only 
as to the forty categories set up by the National Military Establishment, but 
also as to geographical location. These compilations and tabulations have 
all been done manually in an effort to get the information to the interested 
agencies at an early date. These data will, of course, all be available 
ifrom the statistical section punch cards upon completion of the change-over 
of the Security Index to the new IH{ punch card system. It is anticipated
